“I am a Porthcawl boy 
and I live in the ward that 
I represent. I want to do 
things, but I have never 
had any support from the 
other Lib Dem council¬ 
lors. They are very 
cliquey. 

“I have found myself 
voting against them and

with the Conservatives, 
because I want to see 
things done.” 

Mr Jones said that he 
was a keen supporter of 
the town council’s plans 
to build a skateboard 
park. 

“But I was the only 
Lib Dem who voted in 
favour of the scheme, the 
others all voted against. 

“I am also in favour of 
providing toilets on the 
promenade, but I had no 
support.” 

Mr Jones said that he 
found himself more in 
tune with the 
Conservative group. 

“I am on the council 
for Porthcawl. I am not 


there to indulge in petty 
party politics. I just want 
to see things happen, 
because Porthcawl has 
gone downhill in recent 
years. 

“At least most of the 
Conservatives seem to 
want to try and improve 
things, rather than let it 
all go backwards.” 

Mr Jones explained 
that he had become so 
disillusioned, that he 
stopped going to meet¬ 
ings for some months. 

“When I did go back, 
none of the Lib Dems 
spoke to me and that was 
the final straw. I feel that 
I will be able to make 
suggestions and get some 



support from the 
Conservative council¬ 
lors.” 

Mr Jones said he had 
sent a letter resigning 
from the party to Lib

He said that now he 
has made the switch, he 
would attend meetings 
because he felt more 
comfortable.

SUSPENDED SENTENCE FOR BRIDGEND MAN 


War veteran sold 
MoD equipment 
on eBay 


COURT TOLD 


AN Iraq war army 
veteran, who had 
served his country 
for more than 23 
years, has been 
given a 10-month 
prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court, for 
dealing in stolen 
Ministry of Defence 
equipment. 

Allan Peet (46) of 
Bridgend, a man with no 
previous convictions, 
sold specially-designed 
army rucksacks and 
boots on eBay, said 
prosecutor David 

Webster. 

Peet admitted han¬ 
dling stolen goods. In 
addition to the suspend¬ 
ed sentence, he was 
ordered to carry out 250 
hours unpaid work for 
the community, and to 
pay costs of £1,000. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands 
said: “In the present cli¬ 
mate, one is well aware 
that limited funds are 
needed for supporting 
those who put their lives 
on the line.” 

He said the loss to the 
ministry was in the 
region of £5,000. 

He said Peet’s behav¬ 
iour had provided an 
outlet for items stolen by 
others. 

He said the offences 
were out of character 
and Peet was of a posi-

tive good character. 

He said: “It beggared 
belief’ that he put his 
background and reputa¬ 
tion at risk. 

He added: “Without 
people such as you pre¬ 
pared to receive stolen 
property, there would be 
no point in it being 
stolen in the first place.” 

Mr Webster said the 
authorities became 
aware of the items being 
advertised for sale on 
eBay, including the 
rucksacks, which were 
not available to the pub¬ 
lic, and an investigation 
started. 

Peet, he said, had 
joined the Parachute 
Regiment in 1981 and 
became a Company 
Quartermaster Sergeant. 

following an hon¬ 
ourable discharge, he 
remained connected to 
the army and worked 
with cadets and at the 
military preparation col¬ 
lege. 

As a result of the 
enquiries, Peet’s home 
was searched and a 
number of rucksacks 
were found, including 
boxes of items parcelled 
for despatch. 

Some items had been 
ordered with forged sig¬ 
natures so they could be 
mis-appropriated. 

Inquiries on eBay 


showed that the defen¬ 
dant had sold 168 ruck¬ 
sacks. 

In addition, he had 
sold 64 pairs of specially 
designed military boots. 

Peet told the police 
that he had bought the 
items in a car boot sale 
and claimed he had no 
idea they were stolen. 

“It must have been as 
plain as day that they 
were.” said Mr Webster. 

Peet’s counsel, Kevin 
Seal, said: “Lor 23 
years, this man served 
his country honourably 
in Northern Ireland, the 
Gulf, Kosovo, Sierra 
Leone and Macedonia. 
He was in every way an 
exemplary soldier.” 

He pointed out that 
Peet had had the enquiry 
hanging over his head 
for two years.” 

“He has been stupid 
and naive. It was not 
sophisticated in any 
way.” 

He said he had 
worked closely with 
army cadets and had 
also helped with the 
Duke of Edinburgh 
Award scheme. 

“He feels he has let 
individuals down and as 
a role model.” 

Peet, he said, had not 
spent his profits frivo¬ 
lously and to take away 
his liberty would have 
been a tragedy. 
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Developers 
may have 
to pay up 
for advice 


DEVELOPERS 
seeking advice and 
guidance from plan¬ 
ning staff in 
Bridgend before 
finalising their 
plans may have to 
pay in future. 

Members of the devel¬ 
opment control commit¬ 
tee have attended a 
workshop on the possi¬ 
bility of introducing a fee 
to people who are con¬ 
sidering putting in a 
planning application. 

At the moment, devel¬ 
opers and individuals can 
meet officers and discuss 
proposals without being 
charged. 

The discussion paper 
considered at the work¬ 
shop, written by David 
Davies, development 
control manager, said 
that the council would 
face challenges in the 
next few years in 
resourcing front line 
services. 

He said that in 2009, 
the development depart¬ 
ment received over 1100 
written requests for 
advice. Other advice is 
given at meetings and 
over the phone. 

Most requests about 
whether or not planning 
permission is required 
are dealt with by an 
exchange of correspon¬ 
dence which uses officer 
time. 

Requests as to 
whether or not consent 
would be granted need 
research and more 
detailed responses. This 
entails as much work as 
is involved in assessing a 
planning application for 
which a fee has been 
paid. 

Sometimes, meetings 
need to be called and 
several officers are 
involved. But some pro¬ 
posals are never pro¬ 
gressed to application 
stage, so no fee is paid. 

Mr Davies stated that 
other councils that have 
brought in a pre-applica¬ 
tion charge have found 
that it focuses the minds 
of agents they deal with 
and has reduced time 
wasting enquiries leav¬ 
ing officers with more 
time to deal with their 
work. 

He said that Bridgend 
could raise an income of 
five figures from intro¬ 
ducing these charges, but 
staff would need to be 
trained to ensure that 
they were applying the

charges consistently and 
not giving advice away 
for free. 

Mr Davies told coun¬ 
cillors that the council, 
like all others, was fac¬ 
ing severe financial diffi¬ 
culties and funding qual¬ 
ity services was chal¬ 
lenging. 

The planning service 
was not immune to the 
problems, especially as 
there had been a “sub¬ 
stantial” drop in the 
number of planning 
applications received and 
a drop in planning fee 
income as a result. 

However, the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
has encouraged councils 
to hold onto planning 
staff so that they are in 
place when the economy 
improves and applica¬ 
tions increase. They do 
not want planning appli¬ 
cations delayed because 
of staff shortages. 

Mr Davies said that 
there are few opportuni¬ 
ties to reduce costs as 
most of the budget of the 
development department 
goes on salaries. 
Planning fees are set 
nationally so the only 
option to increase rev¬ 
enue would be to intro¬ 
duce pre-application 
fees. Four Welsh coun¬ 
cils have recently done 
so. 

However, the coun¬ 
cil’s regeneration and 
economic development 
manager is concerned 
that this scheme could 
produce a negative reac¬ 
tion amongst potential 
developers and said that 
a PR exercise is needed 
if charges are introduced. 

The suggested fee 
rates would be set at 
£500 for advice regard¬ 
ing plans to build ten or 
more houses. Smaller 
scale developments 
would attract a fee of 
£150 or £250. 

New buildings or 
extensions and alter¬ 
ations would pay £50 for 
written advice and £60 
for an hour long meeting 
with an officer. 

A report will now be 
prepared for the 
Development Control 
Committee on the charg¬ 
ing proposal and if 
passed, would then go on 
to cabinet for approval.

Wednesday 
morning, I set 
out to catch the 
special bus to the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Show at Rhoose, 
and before leaving 
the house, I rang 
the telephone num¬ 
ber given in The 
GEM to confirm 
times and pick-up 
points. 

I arrived at the bus 
stop in St Athan in good 
time to catch the 
11.25am bus, and stood 
there waiting with sever¬ 
al other would-be pas¬ 
sengers. 

We agreed that the 
bus may be delayed a lit¬ 
tle due to traffic; howev¬ 


er, when it had not 
appeared by 12noon, I 
rang the bus company 
and was told that: “Yes, 
we are running late due 
to traffic, the bus is in 
Cowbridge and should 
be with you in 15-20 
minutes”. 

At 12.45pm, there 
was still no sign of the 
bus, and I rang again as 
by now the 11.25am was 
well over an hour late 
and the scheduled 
12.25pm already 20 
minutes overdue. 

The response to my 
second call was that, of 
course, traffic was heavy 
and also the buses were 
picking up passengers at 
stops on the way. (In 
fact, traffic heading from 
Llantwit Major toward 
Barry was noticeably 
lighter than usual). 


I, and the other people 
at the St Athan stop, 
agreed that the service 
given was totally unac¬ 
ceptable and decided 
that as EST, the bus 
operator, could not be 
trusted to give reliable 
service or information, 
we would abandon the 
idea of visiting the Vale 
show. 

I would suggest that 
whoever is responsible 
for giving the contract to 
EST does not do so in 
future, but attempts to 
find a more reliable and 
customer-orientated bus 
company.

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LAW-ABIDING 
BRACKLA MUM 
MADE FALSE 
£56,000 CLAIMS 
FOR BENEFITS 


A MOTHER of 
three who defraud¬ 
ed authorities of 
benefits of more 
than £56,000, has 
been sentenced to 
36 weeks imprison¬ 
ment, suspended 
for a year, at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

In addition, 36-year- 
old Tessa Leach, a 
woman with no previous 
convictions, of Brackla, 
Bridgend, was made 
subject to a supervision 
order for a year, made 
subject to a 13-week 
curfew from 8pm-7am, 
and to be electronically 
tagged. 

Judge Philip Richards 
said: “I take into account 
that you are possibly 
entitled to some benefits.

But you should have 
been frank with the 
authorities.” 

Prosecutor Muhu 
Gobir said Leach had 
admitted three charges 
of obtaining benefits by 
false representation. 

She had falsely 
claimed that she was a 
lone parent. It was dis¬ 
covered that her husband 
had been working, 
sometimes as a cleaner, 
in a shop and for the 
local authority. 

She had falsely 
claimed for income sup¬ 
port, housing and coun¬ 
cil tax benefits. 

The total involved 
said Mr Gobir, was 
£56,362. Some of the 
amount had been repaid, 


but the total would not 
be recouped for “a con¬ 
siderable period”. 

Defence counsel Alex 
Greenwood said: 

“Because of her circum¬ 
stances at the time, she 
would have been entitled 
legitimately to £1,595 a 
month because of her 
circumstances. 

“If she had frankly 
informed the authorities 
of the situation, the total 
loss would have been 
nothing like £56,000. 

He described Leach 
as “A law-abiding citi¬ 
zen with many difficul¬ 
ties.” 

He said she was a 
carer of others and it was 
highly unlikely that the 
criminal justice system 
would see her again. 

Said the judge: “You 
have to behave your¬ 
self.”

EWI GRIFFITHS 
was born and brought 
up in the Rhondda; 

He grew up surrounded by 
the family jewellery busi¬ 
ness. 

Dewi grew up with a deep appre¬ 
ciation of and love for the things of 
the land, and it was a passion that 
stayed with him through all his 
years. 

Indeed, as a young man it was his 
ambition to enter the world of farm¬ 
ing, and he even got as far as start¬ 
ing a course in agriculture college, 
but his father was keen that Dewi 
should follow his own trade, and so 
he did a jeweller’s apprenticeship in 
Cardiff, also spending some time in 
Switzerland, where he was trained 
in diamond milling. 

Apprenticeship completed, Dewi 
declined an offer to work for one of 
the world’s most renowned jew¬ 
ellery houses, Cartier, to set up his 
own business in 1962 as a jobbing 
jeweller, working for the trade. 

He later moved into retail him¬ 
self, taking on premises in Charles 
Street, Cardiff and The Coach 
House, Bridgend. His clients includ¬ 
ed the rich and famous, titled and 
royal households, as well as mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

The one piece, though, for which 
Dewi will be remembered is the 
gold and slate hatpin commissioned 
for Diana, Princess of Wales.

Locals oppose a 
shops plan for 
old Pencoed pub 


BRIDGEND plan¬ 
ners have approved 
a scheme to demol¬ 
ish the Old King’s 
Head pub on 
Coychurch Road, 
Pencoed, and 
replace it with two 
shops. 

One of these is 
rumoured to be a Tesco 
Express and a 135-strong 
petition opposing this 
was submitted to plan¬ 
ners. 

Residents have also 
objected because of traf¬ 
fic issues, as the pub is 
located on the main road 
through the town. 

Bridgend’s develop¬ 
ment control committee 
heard that the pub had 
been empty for over a 
year. 

Objections were 
lodged by shopkeeper Mr 
H Patel, who said that if 
something like a Tesco 
Express came to the site, 
large delivery lorries 
would cause traffic prob¬ 
lems and there would be 
car parking problems in 
nearby streets. 

He also said that other 
local shops would close 
creating a net loss of 
jobs. 

Other residents argued 
that the site was in a res¬ 
idential area and there 


was already a shop, fill¬ 
ing station and supermar¬ 
ket neatby. A larger Co¬ 
op store is only 200 yards 
away. 

Mr G Hopkins, of 
Glossop Terrace, argued 
that the area was well 
provided for with shops 
and having an extra store 
would not add anything 
to the area. 

Another resident, S 
Walters, of Coychurch 
Road, said that a food 
store was not needed but 
he would not object to a 
shop selling non-food 
items like clothing which 
would create fewer prob¬ 
lems and deliveries. 

Others who signed a 
petition stated that the 
proposed development 
was out of keeping archi¬ 
tecturally with surround¬ 
ing buildings. 

There was a risk of 
increased youth annoy¬ 
ance in the area with 
increased noise and dis¬ 
turbance for local resi¬ 
dents. There were also 
fears about inadequate 
parking provision, loss of 
local shops and things 
like paper rounds, plus 
increased litter. 

Objections were also 
lodged by Murco 
Petroleum, which owns 
and operates the filling 
station nearby. 

They argued that it 


would affect the free 
flow of traffic along 
Coychurch Road and 
would cause increased 
parking and traffic haz¬ 
ards. 

The application was to 
create 5,000 sq feet of 
new retail floorspace 
within the district centre 
of Pencoed. The larger 
shop would be 4,000 sq 
feet and the other would 
be 1,000 sq feet. 

Planning officer David 
Llewelyn said that the 
new shops, which were 
considerably larger than 
almost all the other retail 
units in Pencoed, would 
“significantly add to the 
retail provision in 
Pencoed, enhancing its 
attractiveness and vitali¬ 
ty-” 

He said that the appli¬ 
cation should be 
approved because it com¬ 
plies with council guide¬ 
lines, and would not 
adversely affect highway 
safety or residential 
amenity to an extent 
where refusal was war¬ 
ranted. 

Planning consent has 
been granted subject to a 
number of conditions and 
the developer giving an 
undertaking that delivery 
lorries visiting both 
shops will be no longer 
than 10.3 metres in 
length (approx 34 feet).

However, an inspector 
appointed by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
ruled on appeal that the 
development should be 
permitted.

The plan is for mixed 
use with land designated 
for high quality employ¬ 
ment, housing and 
leisure, plus associated 
retail and open space 
development.

All the land involved 
has been zoned and the 
brief is designed to 
improve movement 
between areas to improve 
integration. Buildings 
will be built to scale and 
good quality open spaces 
will be created with new 
infrastructure. 

Once consultation has 
taken place, the develop¬ 
ment control committee 
will be asked to approve 
the brief as part of inter¬ 
im development control 
guidance. 


New houses for 
old garage site 

THE old Avon garage in Bridgend Road, 
Maesteg, is to be developed for new hous¬ 
es. 

Bridgend planners have approved an application 
from Ellerman’s Property Holdings to build five 3- 
bedroomed terraced houses on the site of the former 
filling station. The site has been used most recently 
for car valeting. 

Access would be from a single point off Bridgend 
Road. Three would have integral garages and eight 
parking spaces will be provided. 

The petrol tanks still on site would have to be 
removed and the land cleaned up to remove any con¬ 
tamination. 

Council planning officer David Llewelyn said that 
the scheme should be approved because it complies 
with council policy and guidelines and does not 
adversely affect highway safety, privacy or visual 
amenities. 

Permission has been granted subject to a series of 
conditions relating to site investigation, risk assess¬ 
ment and measures to deal with any pollution risks

Mining 

disaster 

ONE of the biggest 
mining disasters in the 
south Wales coalfields 
occurred at the Parc 
Slip coal drift mine, 
Aberkenfig near Tondu. 

This mine began pro¬ 
duction in 1864 and at 
the time of the disaster it 
was owned by North’s 
Navigation Company. 

In the early 1890s, a 
workforce of men and 
boys numbering less than 
200 were producing 300 
tons of coal a day from 
two faces. 

On August 26, 1892, 
there were 146 men and 
boys inside the mine. At 
8.20am, there was a mas¬ 
sive explosion, which 
sent clouds of smoke and 
flame billowing out of 
the entrance to the mine. 

There were two sur¬ 
vivors in a pumping sta¬ 
tion 60 metres inside the 
mine, who had heard the 
explosion and threw 
themselves on the ground 
as the flames passed over 
them. 

At first it was believed 


that the remainder of the 
workforce had perished. 
At 6am the following 
morning, when fresh air 
was circulating, rescuers 
began a search. They 
were about to give up, 
when four survivors 
appeared out of the dark¬ 
ness and directed the res¬ 
cuers further into the 
mine, where others were 
found alive. 

By 4pm in the after¬ 
noon they had brought a 
total of 42 miners alive, 
the final death toll was 
112 men and boys. 

Among the victims 
were a number of boys, 
who nowadays who 
would still be at school - 
a 13-year-old, two aged 
14 and six aged 15. one 
thirteen year old, two 
fourteen year old and six 
at fifteen years old. 

It was two months 
after the explosion that 
the last body was recov¬ 
ered. Thirty nine miners 
survived the disaster, 14 
of them being led out by 
62-year-old William 
Richards. 

On the site of the mine, 
there is now a monument 
consisting of 112 stones 
to represent each of the 
miners.

Taxi driver ‘not 
guilty’ of assault

AFTER retiring for 
just 10 minutes, a 
jury at Cardiff 
Crown Court 
cleared a Bridgend 
taxi driver of alle¬ 
gations that he 
attacked a cus¬ 
tomer when he did¬ 
n’t pay his fare. 

Robert Szarlat, 31, a 
man with no previous 
convictions, was unani¬ 
mously found not 
guilty of assaulting fac¬ 
tory worker Ryan 


Bloomfield and caus¬ 
ing him actual bodily 
harm. Giving evidence, 
Szarlat, who came to 
Britain six years ago 
from Poland to find 
work, said Mr 
Bloomfield had chased 
and attacked him. 

Mr Bloomfield told 
the jury that he went 
out on the night of 
October 24 and had 10 
to 12 pints of lager, and 
five to six bottles of 
lager. He said he got 


into Szarlat’s taxi to be 
taken to Tondu, but 
became concerned 
about the fast manner 
of his driving. 

He said when the 
taxi stopped, he got out 
but didn’t pay because 
of that, and because he 
was not taken where he 
had directed. 

Soon after, he said, 
he felt a blow to the 
back of the head, 
turned, and saw 
Szarlat holding a stick. 


He suffered a head 
wound which needed 
three stitches. 

Szarlat told the jury 
that he asked Mr 
Bloomfield for his 
money but he didn’t 
pay him, and at one 
point attempted to 
damage the inside of 
his cab. 

Defence counsel 
Kevin Seal said it was 
possible Mr Bloomfield 
suffered his injury 
when he fell over, leav¬ 
ing traces of his blood 
on a length of wood.

A GROUP of 14 
local cyclists have

Has Porthcawl learned to 
‘cherish’ the ‘Bottle Bank’? 



Will Porthcawl ever come to love Esplanade House? Or is the award-winning building destined to be the ‘Bottle Bank’for ever? 

For comparison purposes, local photographer MALCOLM NUGENT has supplied The GEM with these two images. 

It should be pointed out, perhaps, that the old Esplanade Hotel looked good from a distance in the sunlight, even though it was 
soon to be demolished. Up close, of course, it was looking less than pristine. 

Time has passed, but there are plenty of locals who still get irate when the new building looms into view. When it was on the 
drawing board, architects claimed that it would remind people of an ocean-going liner, with the round windows looking like 
port holes. That ‘Bottle Bank’ nickname must have hurt. 

Of course, there were hurt feelings on both sides. When the Royal Society of Architects in Wales (RSAW) praised its mix of 
“humour; charm, intelligence, populism and solid architectural pragmatism”, the Porthcawl Civic Trust sent a letter disagreeing 
strongly. The Guardian newspaper made a rare foray into the area to report the row, coming to the conclusion that 
what impresses architects won’t necessarily impress the general public. 

The RSAW was quoted as saying: (< This is the kind of building some will profess to dislike, but which the majority 
of locals and regular visitors will come to cherish.”

VALE COUPLE 
CAMPAIGN FOR

A heartbroken cou¬ 
ple, whose eight- 
month-old daughter 
died from a rare 
condition they were 
unaware of, want to 
turn the tragedy 
into something posi¬ 
tive and are cam¬ 
paigning for screen¬ 
ing in Wales to save 
children’s lives. 

David Williams (43) 
and his wife Nicola (24) 
suffered a nightmare 
return flight from the 
Canary Islands to Bristol 
Airport last year when 
their daughter Sofia 
Jasmine stopped breath¬ 
ing. 

The Barry couple 
have launched a website 
http://mcadangel09. wee 
bly.com to raise aware¬ 
ness of the condition that 
Sofia suffered from, and 
it also tells the story of 
what happened on the 
flight. 

On the website, 
Nicola recalls that the 
emergency began half an 
hour before landing: 

“I strapped Sofia into 
her belt and she snug¬ 
gled into my arm. I 
stroked Sofia’s chubby 
cheek - she opened her 
eyes and looked straight 
into my eyes. 

“She snuggled into 
my arm and lifted her 
arm onto my 
fingers...suddenly she 
stopped breathing. 

“1 screamed...

Suddenly my heart was 
beating at 1 OOmph. My 
body was shaking and 
my eyes were filling up 
with tears. ” 

Members of the crew 
attempted CPR, and on 
landing, Sofia was 
rushed to the Bristol 
Children’s Hospital and 
into the resuscitation 
room. 

There doctors worked 
on her for about 15 min¬ 
utes. Tragically, Sofia 
died that afternoon. 

This week, David told 
The GEM the couple 
wanted to turn the tragic 
event into something 
positive. 

“It is not about being 
bitter, we are appealing 
to people to visit our 
web page and to get your 
kids checked out. 

“We want to warn 
people this is a deadly, 
deadly disease. 

“We are supporting a 
charity called Climb, 
which is raising awar- 
ness of the condition that 
Sofia had. 

“A speaker from 
Climb will be doing a 
presentation at a golf 
day we are helping to 
organise at St Andrews 
Major on September 
30.” 

The disease con¬ 
cerned is medium chain 
acyl-dehydrogenase 
deficiency (MCADD) a 


rare inherited disorder 
that interrupts the break¬ 
down of fat. 

The couple only dis¬ 
covered they carry the 
condition themselves 
after Sofia died. 

Mr Williams 

explained: “Children are 
screened in England, but 
screening is not avail¬ 
able in Wales until 2011 
- we want to see it hap¬ 
pen now. 

“If Sofia had been 
screened, we would 
have known about the 
condition - there are 
ways of treating it, such 
as with glucose drinks.” 

David added: “As a 
family, we are managing 
on a day to day basis. 

“We think of Sofia all 
the time and go up to 
Barry Cemetery virtual¬ 
ly every day.” 

The symptoms of 
MCADD usually mani¬ 
fest themselves at 
between three months 
and three years old, par¬ 
ticularly after a period of 
fasting, infection or 
stress. 

The symptoms vary, 
but can include drowsi¬ 
ness, lack of energy, 
diarrhoea, vomiting, or 
low blood sugar levels. 

The GEM will provide 
more details of the golf 
day at St Andrews Major 
as they become avail¬ 
able. 


Barry community 
shocked as boy 
(seven) loses eye 


A PICNIC in a 
park at Barry 
Island turned to 
horror when a 
youngster was 
struck in the eye by 
a stone. 

Despite being rushed 
to hospital, the boy’s 
eye could not be saved. 

The incident took 
place at Maslin Park on 
Barry Island, a popular 
area for local children 
and families. 

At around 2pm on 
Tuesday, August 3, the 
boy’s family were hav¬ 
ing a picnic in the park 
when the incident 
occurred. 

Police in Barry said 
they were conducting a 
joint investigation with 
the Health and Safety 
Executive to establish 
the circumstances sur¬ 
rounding the incident 
which resulted in the

seven-year-old losing 
his eye. 

A police spokesman 
said: “He was taken to 
hospital and underwent 
surgery but the eye 
could not be saved. 

“The investigation is 
looking to establish 
whether the stone was 
thrown up from a grass 
cutting machine, which 
was being used in the 
area at the time of the 
incident.” 

A spokesman for the 
Health and Safety 
Executive confirmed: 
“We are aware of the 
incident and are inves¬ 
tigating, in conjunction 
with South Wales 
Police.” 

Miles Punter, the 
head of visible services 
at the Vale Council, 


commented: “We 

would like to express 
our deepest sympathies 
to the young boy and his 
family. 

“This is obviously a 
very distressing experi¬ 
ence for them. 

“The incident is cur¬ 
rently under investiga¬ 
tion and it would be 
inappropriate for us to 
comment at this stage” 

The local councillor, 
Steffan Wiliam, urged 
anyone living opposite 
Maslin Park, or passing 
nearby at the time of 
the incident, who may 
have helpful informa¬ 
tion, to contact the 
police, adding: 

“The whole commu¬ 
nity has great sympa¬ 
thy for the family.”

T HE GEM has 

reported recently 
that the National 
Eisteddfod of Wales is 
coming to Llandow in 
2012.

money for charity in the 
process. 

I am aware that the Vale 
Council, local farmers and the 
National Eisteddfod have been 
in negotiations for some time 
and we now need to make 
sure that the event is also a 
win for the local community 
and economy. 

There is no doubt that 
hotels, guesthouses and B&Bs 
will all sell out. I suspect that 
some pubs will also do well! 
However, we need to ensure 
that local communities gain 
the wider financial benefit. 

The Eisteddfod organisers 
estimate that the economic 


benefit for the area is in the 
region of £6-£8 million. 

However, having been to 
almost every Eisteddfod for 
the last 30 years, there is a 
challenge channelling that 
spend outside of the festival 
perimeter. 

One cafe in Ebbw Vale 
highlighted that they had gone 
to the effort of translating 
their menus, but did not feel 
the gain from increased cus¬ 
tom. 

We have a great story to 
sell locally. During the two- 
year run-up to the festival, we 
need to be drawing attention 
to the fantastic shopping 
delights of Cowbridge, 

Llantwit and Barry, the privi¬ 
lege of the heritage coast, the 
challenge of local cycle routes, 
the delight of our local history 
both ancient and modern, 
including (of course) our 
Barry link to Gwynfor Evans, 
the Welsh language campaign¬ 
er. 

The Eisteddfod has a part to 
play in this but so do we. There 
will be some difficulties like 
traffic congestion during the 
week, but / hope that everyone 
will put those aside because

THREE HOUSES RAIDED, COURT TOLD 


Local men went on 
‘burglary epidemic’ 


TWO young men 
from Barry took 
part in a burglary 
“epidemic” in 
Penarth one night 
in June. 

They raided three 
houses and made off in 
two cars, Cardiff Crown 
Court heard. 

Russell Crowe (18) 
and Thomas Crolla (18) 
were each sent to a 
young offender institu¬ 
tion for 14 months. 

Each had pleaded 
guilty at Vale of 
Glamorgan Magistrates 
Court to three offences 
of burglary and two of 
taking vehicles without 
authority. 

Judge Rhys 

Rowlands told them: 
“You acted together, the 
offences were at night, 
and no fewer than three 
houses were involved.” 

He added: “I hope 
you will grow up and 
start to behave.” 

Prosecutor Carl 
Williams said on the 
night of June 5, the three 
went on “something of a 
burglary spree” in 
Penarth. 

Their first target was 
to raid a house in 
Victoria Road, where 
the occupants were 
asleep. 

They took a plasma 
television and other 
items and also made off 
in a Mercedes 4x4, 
which was crashed into 
a wall in the drive, caus¬ 
ing damage of £1,500; 
and also taken was a

Nissan Almeira, which 
was found abandoned in 
Archer Road. 

They then broke into 
a house in Stanwell 
Road, where the occu¬ 
piers were out visiting 
friends. Electrical items 
were taken. 

The next house they 
entered was in 
Westboume Road. 

Later, said Mr 
Williams, the two were 


heard boasting about 
their crimes. 

When arrested, 
Crowe admitted the bur¬ 
glaries, and said the two 
of them were drunk and 
“skint”. 

Keith Edwards for 
Crowe, said: “As a 
result of this burglary 
epidemic, he knows he 
will be going into cus¬ 
tody. 

“Although it was a 


crime wave, nothing of 
sentimental value was 
taken. 

“He has recently 
become somewhat 
destabilised because of a 
family bereavement.” 

David Purnell for 
Crolla, said: 

“For the last two 
years, he has behaved in 
an immature way. 

“Sadly, he is easily 
impressed, but he did 
have some empathy 
with the victims.”

Cage’s Apprentice 
is not quite as 
magical as hoped for 


I F there is one 
film producer 
out there who 
enjoys taking gam¬ 
bles it’s Jerry 
Bruckheimer. 

From making a film 
about a theme park ride 
that proceeded to slay 
box offices ( Pirates of 
the Carribean ), to mak¬ 
ing summer blockbusters 
that arrive with a bang 
and are a commercial, if 
not always critical, suc¬ 
cess, Bruckheimer is 
always at the forefront, 
arguably the most 
important figure in the 
films he produces. 

His latest film, The 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice, 
draws its inspiration 
from the sequence of the 
same name in Disney’s 
Fantasia, but transported 
to modern day New 
York and in live-action. 


Balthazar Blake 
(Nicolas Cage) is a mas¬ 
ter sorcerer attempting to 
defend the city from his 
arch-nemesis, Maxim 
Horvath (Alfred 
Molina). Looking for 
assistance in his fight, he 
recruits Dave Stutler 
(Jay Baruchel), who is 
given a crash course in 
the art and science of 
magic in the hope that 
he is the ‘prime 
Merlinean’. 

Together, the pair 
must band together to 
stop Horvath, and his 
apprentice Drake (Toby 
Kebbel) from raising a 
feared witch whose aim 
is to take over the 
world...

While the likes of 
Bangkok Dangerous and 
Next have proven to be 
as enjoyable as a road 
trip with George 
Michael, he has hit com¬ 
mercial paydirt with the 
likes of the National 
Treasure franchise, while 
also recently lending his 
vocal talents to the likes 
of Astro Boy and G- 
Force. 

Seemingly, the actor 
is enjoying making more 
child-friendly fare, and 
The Sorcerer’s 
Apprentice fits snugly 
into this description; 
however, much like the 
National Treasure films, 
this is a fleetingly pleas¬ 
ing, and insubstantial, 
affair that will entertain 
but not live long in the 
memory. 

Cage’s manic energy 
and unique acting style 
means that even in the 
most woeful of films he 
is watchable, and the 
same can be said here, 
with the actor offering a 
nice turn that hardly 
stretches his acting mus¬ 
cles. 

However, given that 
he is playing an ancient 
sorcerer, you’d think that 
Cage would loosen the 
shackles a little bit and 
offer something a bit 
more interesting and 
exciting. As it is, he sim¬ 
ply plays the wizened 
tutor role, something 
that he does well, but 
you can’t help but feel 
this role was Cage’s 
opportunity to do a 
Johnny Depp and create 
an indelible character, 
rather than a token one. 

Opposite him sees Jay 
Baruchel take a massive 
leap from supporting 
player in the likes of 
Tropic Thunder and Judd 
Apatow’s films, to co¬ 
lead in a summer block¬ 
buster. It’s a transforma¬ 
tion that is not complete¬ 
ly smooth, the actor 
finding his way through 
the early part of the film, 
but his likeability and 
charm makes him an 
easy to root for hero. 

It’s a shame that he 
and Cage aren’t given 
more of an opportunity 
to show the teacher- 
apprentice relationship, 
the film minimising their 
repartee. A nice little 
moment where Balthazar 
pretends to be Dave’s 
uncle is the only 
moment of this, and a 
few more of them 
wouldn’t have gone 
amiss. 

While Toby Kebbel’s 
screen talent is wasted in 
a slight and under¬ 
whelming turn as 
Horvath’s apprentice, 
Alfred Molina makes a 
wonderful meal of the 
scenery as the evil 
Horvath. 

Dapperly dressed and 
ready for action, Molina 
does a good line in arch 
villains, and here, while 
he’s a touch low-key, the 
performance works, the 
scenes between him and 
Cage sparking very well. 

Considering the large 
amount of box office 
money his films have 
raked in, Jon Turteltaub 
is somewhat of an 
anonymous director, his

films well made and 
executed, but lacking in 
any individuality or 
identity, and the same 
can be said here. 

While he turns New 
York into a gothic world 
of magic and mystery 
where anything can be 
used, including, cleverly, 
an eagle from the side of 
the Chrysler Building, 
and offers value for 
money in terms of the 
spectacle, there is little 
here that Turteltaub has¬ 
n’t mined before. His 
pass at the actual 
‘Sorcerer’s Apprentice’ 
sequence involving the 
mops is similarly techni¬ 
cally superb, but lacks 
the heart of the original 
- plus the rejigged musi¬ 
cal cue doesn’t help mat¬ 
ters. 

The director’s grasp 
of using effects works in 
spades - it is a film that 
hardly skimps on the 
CGI budget - but there 
is little spirit to proceed¬ 
ings, something that is 
highlighted by the cli¬ 
max’s failure to really 
resonate. With the stakes 
involved for the charac¬ 
ters being so high, the 
impact is severely lack¬ 
ing - and its rushed 
nature detracts from 
what is on screen. 

With script input from 
six writers, the story is 
as solid as you would 
expect, the mix of 
mythology and the mod¬ 
ern day sitting nicely 
alongside Turteltaub’s 
visuals, but the charac¬ 
ters and their motiva¬ 
tions are too lightly 
sketched.

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Llynfi Valley group 
volunteers are 
changing the face 
of riverside walk 


VOLUNTEERS are 
hard at work along 
the length of the 
River Llynfi in 
Maesteg, creating a 
new riverside walk. 

This is the latest proj¬ 
ect from the Llynfi 
Valley Environment 
Rivercare Group, whose 
members have been 
clearing the river banks 
and planting flowers and 
shrubs for the past seven 
years. 

Chairman Doug Dixon 
said that members had 
been working on the 
stretch of path from 
Ewenny Road to Cwmdu 
Street, where an old 
dilapidated footbridge 
which is used to access 
the allotments, is being 
removed and replaced 
with a wooden foot¬ 
bridge costing almost 
£4,000. 

The bridge is being 
paid for with a grant from 
Valleys To Coast for 
whom the group has 
done a lot of work. The 
bridge is being made by a 
firm in Comelly. 

Mr Dixon said: “This 
has been a project that 
has involved co-opera¬ 


tion with different organ¬ 
isations including the 
allotment holders and the 
Environment Agency. 
They are responsible for 
the river and its banks.” 

The Tidy Towns initia¬ 
tive is also involved and 
is providing manpower 
to demolish the old 
bridge and install the 
new one. 

This stretch of path is 
one that will eventually 
link into a path running 
from the Brewers site in 
Caerau down the valley 
as far as the Tylers’ Arms 
in Pontrhydycyff. 

Work in Caerau has 
been done in conjunction 
with the Caerau 
Development Trust. 

“We have some gaps 
in the path at the moment 
but we are hoping that 
the owners of the old 
Revlon factory site will 
allow us to create a path 
along the edge of their 
site running down the 
river bank. We are keep¬ 
ing to the western side of 
the river as we come 
down the valley.” 

At Garth Park, they 
hope to link up with an 
existing path along the 
river and then cross the 


main road at Mill Street. 

Lower down the val¬ 
ley, they want to link into 
the path behind Darren 
View, having travelled 
along the side of the 
Fairmeadows Estate and 
then alongside Neuadd 
Domos. 

The group has had a 
feasibility study done 
into the scheme and this 
found that the work they 
do to create the path will 
also help strengthen the 
river banks. 

The group has also 
carried out another ambi¬ 
tious scheme which was 
the restoration of the old 
iron bridge at the bottom 
of Trehame Row. 

This cast iron bridge 
dates from the 1830s and 
was installed by the 
Llynfi Ironworks 

Company. 

The group welded and 
repaired the bridge and 
also cleaned the 
stonework. The bridge 
was then painted. 

“This is a very impor¬ 
tant part of the valley’s 
industrial heritage,” said 
Mr Dixon. “It dates from 
the time when we had a 
thriving iron industry in 
the town, before the days 


of the large scale coal 
mining that followed.” 

The group was formed 
seven years ago when 
Coun Terry Mizen was 
town mayor. He is still an 
active member and assis¬ 
tant town clerk Margaret 
Buckley is their secretary 
and treasurer. 

Doug was appointed 
chairman at the outset 
and the group has about 
25 members - with a 
dozen or so of these 
being active. 

“They pull on their 
wellies and get into the 
river,” stated Mr Dixon. 
“We meet at the Llynfi 
Road car park in town at 
9am every other 
Saturday and then we set 
off to tackle rubbish and 
weeds on a different part 
of the river.” 

They have a trailer 
that was donated by the 
power station which they 
use to take the rubbish 
they clear to the dump. 
They also liaise closely 
with Keep Wales Tidy. 

Mr Dixon said that 
their persistence was 
starting to pay off as 
more and more people

the river. 

“We have heightened 
awareness of the envi¬ 
ronmental importance of 
the river,” Mr Dixon 
explained. “In the old 
days, people would dump 
three piece suites and 
other items into the river. 

“Now, it is no longer 
acceptable for them to do 
that. Instead, they are 
contacting the council if 
they have bulky waste. 
We are starting to change 
the ethos.” 

The group is also 
attracting new members 
and works closely with 
children in local schools 
who help with bulb 
planting. 

Each year, the group 
plants 6,000 bulbs along 
the river. They also put in 
indigenous trees and 
shrubs. 

The area around the 
footbridge crossing from 


Plasnewydd Street to the 
car park has been spe¬ 
cially targeted as it is a 
gateway into the town for 
visitors. 

“We are also attempt¬ 
ing to create nature trails 
to assist birds and other 
wildlife. We want to turn 
the clock back to what 
this valley was like 
before the industrial rev¬ 
olution.” 

The group is also 
involved in the fight 
against an alien intruder 
- Japanese knotweed - 
and several members 
have been trained to 
spray the chemicals 
needed. 

“We have a lot of work 
to do,” added Mr Dixon. 
“And more people get¬ 
ting involved would 
enable us to get things 
finished quicker, but we 
have made a start on 
beautifying the river and

A PORTHCAWL 
woman has just 
completed a per¬ 
sonal challenge - 
in support of a 
charity that she 
set up 13 years 
ago. 

Caroline Sarll recent¬ 
ly completed a 
marathon bike ride, 
from her home in 
Porthcawl to the 
Holiday Inn, Cardiff. 

The ride was in aid of 
the WAY Foundation, a 
charity which Caroline 
set up in 1997, following 
the untimely death of her 
brother-in-law, and the 
much earlier death of 
Caroline’s father, when 
she was a child. 

The foundation was 
set up to help young 
widowed men and 
women and their chil¬ 
dren, offering support on 
an emotional and social 
level. 

Caroline said: “I had 
always wanted to go 
back to WAY’S roots-and 
to do something to com¬ 
memorate the very first 
meeting I held, which 
was in the then Crest 
Hotel in Cardiff. 

“Around 30 people 
attended and it was very 
emotional. 

“WAY now has 1,700 
members nationwide, so 
the charity has grown 
considerably since the 
early days and has 


helped thousands of 
young widowed men 
and women and their 
families.” She contin¬ 
ued: “There are still 
many people, however, 
who have not heard of 
WAY’s work, so as well 
as raising funds for them 
- my target is £1,000 - I 
also wanted to help 
towards the constant 
challenge of raising 
awareness of the charity, 
and how it can help peo¬ 
ple during such a vulner¬ 
able time.” 

Caroline tackled the 
ride on her own, wearing 
a specially donated 
Foundation T-shirt. 

She said: “WAY’s 
colour is blue, to signify 
peace and finding calm 
in the terrible storm of 
grief. All of our litera¬ 
ture is printed in blue 
and so is the logo on my 
T-shirt.” 

Caroline succeeded in 
completing her ride in 
under four hours - with 
the odd stop along the 
way. 

“My first stop was 
Tesco’s cafe in 
Bridgend, as we used to 
meet there, as well as 
Sainsburys, in the early 
days. 

“They always had hot 
coffee and it meant we 
didn’t have to pay for a 
room, so both supermar¬ 
kets were quite instru¬ 
mental in helping to get 
WAY off the ground.

Mystery objects seen in night 
skies are still ‘ unexplained ’ 


LAST week’s story 
‘UFO is a case for 
Sherlock’ sparked a 
response from readers 
over a wide geograph¬ 
ical area. 

Initially, three people 
contacted The GEM last 
week to say that on 
Sunday, August 8, they 
had seen an orange-red 
object travelling across 
the sky in a westerly 
direction, at about the 
time people were settling 
down to watch the new 
BBC series Sherlock.

An aeroplane was in 
the sky at the time, so Mr 
Thomas was able to dis¬ 
tinguish them clearly 
from it - the objects were 
far larger. They later 
appeared twice more. 

Mr Thomas said he 
could not speculate on 
what the objects were, 
they were “unexplained”. 

Mr John Trudgian of 


Llantwit Major said: “I 
saw the object on that 
Sunday travelling in a 
westerly direction. It was 
not travelling mega fast, 
but there was no noise.” 

Two readers in Barry 
reported similar 

sightings. 

Liz Eales said: “I was 
looking out of my win¬ 
dow at 10.10pm last 
Sunday and noticed a 
bright light coming from 
the direction of 
Porthkerry Park, When it 
got nearer, I thought it 
looked like a hot air bal¬ 
loon. 

“I couldn’t actually 
see the canopy, but there 
were definitely flames 
rising from what 
appeared to be a basket. 


There were wires going 
up from the basket to 
whatever was above it. It 
was travelling quite fast. 
It was no optical illusion. 

Another GEM reader 
said: 

“I saw a bright light 
coming towards us from 
the direction of 
Porthkerry Park.

A NEW organisa¬ 
tion is to be set up in 
Porthcawl to organ¬ 
ise events and activ¬ 
ities - free of 
bureaucratic con¬ 
trol. 

The new group, which 
will be an umbrella 
organisation for all the 
societies and organisa¬ 
tions in the town, is being 
called Porthcawl Having 
Fun initially, although 
this could be changed. 

The move comes coin¬ 
cidentally after David 
Richards, the chairman 
of the Diamond Jubilee 
Committee, resigned as a 
result of council interfer¬ 
ence. 

The new body will be 
set up at a meeting taking 
place at The Salthouse on 
Tuesday, September 28 
at 7pm. 

The meeting has been 
convened by Porthcawl 
Chamber of Trade presi¬ 
dent Lindsay Morgan, 
who has sent letters out 
to 90 different groups. 

In the letter, he stated: 
“Porthcawl Chamber of 
Trade has been consider¬ 
ing the means of organis¬ 
ing town events. 

“We are anxious that 
the town enjoys the full 
potential, skills and tal¬ 
ents of individuals and 
the expertise of the large 
number of people in the 
voluntary sector. 

“We are not seeking 
conflict with the town 
council. We feel, howev¬ 
er, a need for greater

freedom from local 
authority bureaucracy 
and their ties.” 

A separate paper out¬ 
lining the proposal has 
also been distributed, 
which sets out the aims 
of the organisation. 
These include bringing 
together organisations 
and individuals in a spirit 
of harmony for the good 
of the town and allowing 
freedom of expression 
and exposure of talent. 

The aim is to act as a 
coordinating body with 
the town’s voluntary sec¬ 
tor in organising events 
and eventually assuming 
responsibility for town 
events including those 
currently controlled by 
the town council. 

This could include the 
Sea Festival and the 
Summer Musical 

Evening. 

Speaking to The 
GEM, Mr Morgan said 
that politicians in 
Porthcawl could do what 
they were good at, while 
the business people and 
other volunteers could do 
what they are good at, 
which is putting on 
events and raising money 
for good causes. 

The chamber had 
acted as an enabling 
group in the past, getting 
other groups going like 
the Christmas Morning 
Swim. 

Mr Morgan stated that 
a new organisation was 


needed to co-ordinate 
activities and events and 
give mutual aid. 

The town council had 
been invited and was 
welcome to send a repre¬ 
sentative. Members of 
the public can also 
attend. 

The intention was to 
create a body that would 
own specialist equipment 
like PA systems, electri¬ 
cal items and other 
equipment which groups 
could share. 

It would also mean 
greater co-operation 
between groups with 
people using a website to 
list forthcoming events to 
eliminate clashes and 
also increase support as 
everyone would be alert¬ 
ed. 

“The Lions had a grant 
to buy small marquees 
which they then let out. 
That’s an asset for the 
town and it is what we 
should be seeking to 
duplicate. 

“We can raise money 
to buy such equipment 
which will benefit every¬ 
one,” he commented. 

The new group will 
elect its own committee 
which will become a 
steering group and will 
work to get things going. 

“We want everyone 
involved, not just the 
chamber. We have some 
ideas but we welcome 
people with their own 
take as well. 

“It will be all about 
promoting fun in 
Porthcawl,” he added.

PORT TALBOT 
STEELWORKS’ 
£185m IS A BIG 
BOOST FOR 


SOUTH 

NEWS that Corus is to invest 
£185m at the Port Talbot 
Steelworks has been welcomed 
by Bridgend council leader 
Mel Nott. 

He said: “This is great news and 
demonstrates the confidence that the 
company has in the south Wales area. 

“This huge investment will ensure 
that the Port Talbot works will contin¬ 
ue to produce steel for many years to 
come and has major implications for 
the many residents of Bridgend 
County Borough Council who are 
employed there.” 

The company is also to look at the 
possibility of developing the Margam 
Mine, which will tap into the richest 
reserve of prime coking coal in the 
world located under Margam 
Mountain. 

If this goes ahead, a further 500 
mining jobs will be created. The 
£185m will be used to rebuild a blast 
furnace at the plant, which will 
increase capacity by up to 400,000 
tonnes of strip steel a year. 


WALES 

At the moment, the plant employs 
5,000 people but many more jobs are 
to be found among the suppliers of 
goods and services to the works. 

The firm is also to spend £6m on 
geo-seismic studies into the coal 
reserves under Margam Mountain. 

If the mine is viable, Port Talbot 
will be the only steel mill in Europe to 
source coal on-site. 

The company has acquired the 
option to exploit these reserves and 
would probably develop a drift mine. 

The old National Coal Board had 
major plans to create what was then 
known as the Margam Super Mine and 
it acquired farms and land in the 
Kenfig Hill area. 

The pit head would have been locat¬ 
ed on land near Aberbaiden on the 
flank of the mountain, but the scheme 
was eventually abandoned in the mid 
1980s and all the land was sold off by 
British Coal.

Plans for seafront 
site are unveiled 
at Seabank Hotel 


PLANS for a key 
site along 

Porthcawl 
seafront have 

been unveiled. 

Developers McCarthy 
and Stone want to change 
the retirement complex 
they had been planning 
to build on land at the 
side and rear of The 
Seabank Hotel. 

They obtained consent 
on appeal in 2008 to 
build 64 retirement apart¬ 
ments, but they now wish 
to change this to 60 self- 
contained assisted living 
apartments which will 
offer extra care to resi¬ 
dents. 

The company staged a 
consultation day at The 
Seabank on Monday, 
when members of the 
public could speak to

representatives of the 
company and also archi¬ 
tect Peter Geirsson. 

The new complex will 
include a kitchen and 
dining room, where resi¬ 
dents will be able to have 
a chef-prepared three- 
course lunch and also a 
buffet tea. There will also 
be a residents’ lounge 
and function room. 

Matthew Shellum, 
principal planning asso¬ 
ciate with the planning 
consultants employed by 
the firm, said that 
McCarthy and Stone 
already have a complex 
of retirement apartments 
in Porthcawl at the 
Stoneleigh site. 

It was felt that the 
demand in Porthcawl is 
now more for the extra 
care apartments. This 
block will be the first the 
company has in south 
Wales. 

Mr Shellum said that 
this complex would cater 
for people with greater 
needs and would be a 
welcome addition to the 
housing choice available 
in the area for retired 
people. 

He said that the apart¬ 
ments were all bigger 
and were fully wheel¬ 
chair-accessible. 

Access to the new 
complex would be from 
one single point of entry 
from Picton Avenue. 

There would be car 
parking on site, though 
less than originally 
planned - but there were 
fewer apartments and 
many of the residents 
would not be car owners. 

Mr Shellum said that 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government was encour¬ 
aging developers and 
local authorities to pro¬ 


vide extra care develop¬ 
ments. 

Mr Geirsson said that 
he had changed the 
design to be simpler and 
many of the apartments 
would have a view of the 
sea. They would have 
tinted glass balconies and 
there would also be a fin 
at the front to act as a 
focal point and ‘anchor’ 
for the design. 

The building will be 
render with a slate roof 
and there would be a lot 
of glass. 

Communal ‘sitting 
out’ areas will also be 
provided around the 
edges of the building. 

The building will be 
mainly on three floors 
but at the south west cor¬ 
ner, it will go up to five 
floors in height. 
However, developers 
claim that this is the same 
height as the previously 
approved scheme. 

Mr Shellum said that 
residents should compare 
the new scheme with the 
old proposals rather than 
with the open space that 
was there at present. He 
pointed out that if the 
new scheme is rejected, 
the company has until 
2013 to implement its 
existing consent. 

Plans are due to go 
into Bridgend County 
Borough Council shortly 
with a view to beginning 
building next year. Work 
will take about a year. 

The apartments have 
not yet been priced 
because of the time 
involved between now 
and the completion of the 
development.

They all received an 
e-mail purporting to 
come from her saying 
she was stranded in 
Malaysia and needed 
money sent on, as all 
her credit cards had 
been stolen.

New mums 
may have to 
travel from 
the Vale 
to Bridgend 


A REGIONAL 

Assembly Member 
has criticised plans to 
close the maternity 
unit at Llandough 
Hospital - which 
could mean mothers- 
to-be from the Vale 
having to make longer 
journeys to and from 
Bridgend or Cardiff. 

The Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
says the proposals 
detailed in its ‘Making a 
Difference’ document 
will help to tackle issues 
such as duplication of 
services in Cardiff and 
the Vale. 

Regional AM Andrew 
Davies told The GEM: 
“This decision will place 
a huge burden on fami¬ 
lies from the Vale, who 
will now have to travel 
for maternity services. 

“With all projections 
showing an increase in 
birth rates, this decision 
goes against all of the 
assurances that were 
given when the original 
maternity unit was down¬ 
graded a couple of years 
ago.” 

Mr Davies said he was 
also disappointed that an 
important decision was 
announced in the 
Assembly in recess. 

“I feel strongly that 
there should have been 
consultation with elected 
members before making 
this decision public, par¬ 
ticularly given the impli¬ 
cations for expectant par¬ 
ents. 

“What is vital now is 
that the additional 
resources that have sup¬ 
posedly been promised 
for community services 
are identified and clearly 
explained. 

“It will be of no bene¬ 
fit to introduce short term 
fixes, merely to placate 


people’s concerns over 
the unit’s closure.” 

Mr Davies and the 
Vale’s MP Alun Caims 
met the University 
Health Board’s chief 
executive last 

Wednesday, August 11, 
to voice their reserva¬ 
tions about what was 
happening. 

The Cardiff and Vale 
University Health Board 
chief executive, Jan 
Williams, confirmed she 
had met local politicians 
to discuss their concerns 
and outline the plans in 
more detail. 

Mrs Williams 

explained: “The UHB 
proposal to transfer the 
midwifery-led unit at 
University Hospital 
Llandough to the 
University Hospital of 
Wales needs to be set in 
the context of our com¬ 
mitment to maintaining 
choice for pregnant 
women, while also tack¬ 
ling the duplication of 
services across the Vale 
and Cardiff. 

“This proposal in no 
way weakens our com¬ 
mitment to the mid¬ 
wifery-led model of care, 
and women will continue 
to have a choice about 
where to give birth; at 
home, at UHW in either a 
midwife-led or consult¬ 
ant-led unit, or at a hospi¬ 
tal in a neighbouring 
health board area. 

She pointed out: “Of 
the some 6,700 babies 
bom in Cardiff and the 
Vale last year, only 
around six per cent were 
bom at Llandough.”

Notice is hereby given, under section 70(1) of the Planning (Listed Buildings and Conservation Areas) Act 1990 that The Vale of Glamorgan 
Council (hereinafter referred to as “the Local Planning Authority”) has by a resolution passed on 7th July 2010, de-designated the area previously 
designated as the Cowbridge with Llanblethian Conservation Area and has designated two new conservation areas to be known as Cowbridge 
Conservation Area and Llanblethian Conservation Area as referred to in Schedules 2 and 3 hereto. These areas are considered by the Council 
to be of special architectural or historic interest, the character or appearance of which it is desirable to preserve and enhance. 

The effect of the designations are as follows: 

1. Conservation area consent will now be required for the demolition of all unlisted buildings (other than excepted buildings) in the 
designated area; 

2. Planning applications for development which would in the opinion of the Local Planning Authority affect the character or appearance 
of the designated area must be given publicity and representations received as a result of the publicity must be taken into account in 
determining the application; 

3. It becomes an offence subject to certain exceptions to cut down, top, lop, uproot, willfully damage or willfully destroy any tree in the 
area except with the consent of the Local Planning Authority within the designated area; 

4. The Local Planning Authority are now under a duty to formulate and publish proposals for the presentation and enhancement of the 
designated area. 

5. The restrictions above (1 - 4) no longer apply to areas that no longer form part of a designated area.

onships, held at Jenner 
Park. 

The Cowbridge pupil 
first made his mark at 
the Aviva Welsh 
Sportshall Final at 
Cwmbran in March 
when he won the under- 
13 ‘four laps title’, com¬ 
peting against year-8 
pupils. 

At these champi¬ 
onships, held in sunny 
but blustery conditions, 
he set a new champi¬ 
onship best in the high 
jump, adding two cen¬ 
timetres to the 1.51 
metres mark set by 
Gareth Allen (Llantwit) 
in 1995, and then went 
on to claim the shot with 
a best put of 10.04 
metres, and take the 100 
metres with a 12.7 run to 
win heat four and a 12.8 
clocking in the A final, 
in the process, providing 
51 points in the team 
competition. 

Richard Dangerfield, 
who represented the dis¬ 
trict at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools’ National cross¬ 
country championships 
at Brecon in February, 
was another to gain good 
points. His sixth place in 
the 200, second place in 
the discus and victory in 
the javelin earned 43 of 
the Llantwit total of 
91.5. 

Although the problem 
has since been resolved 
by the Vale Council buy¬ 
ing a new supply of hur¬ 
dles, when this competi¬ 
tion was held, there were 
only sufficient hurdles 
for five lanes of eight 
flights, so only five ath¬ 
letes could compete in 
heats and finals. 

Dan Oddy claimed the 
75 metres hurdles title 
for Cowbridge, but the 
Vale school could not 
retain the team title, hav¬ 
ing to settle for second 
behind Llanishen High. 

Because of statutory 
tests in the Cardiff 
schools, the girls’ cham¬ 
pionships, which were 
held on a different after¬ 
noon, had to be brought 
forward and, as a result, 
a number of schools 
were unable to compete 
- only 20 schools taking 
part. 

In the individual 
events, the Vale girls 
found the competition 
very tough. Ana Mirza- 
Davies (Stanwell), 
another pupil who has 
represented Cardiff & 
the Vale over the coun¬ 
try, took the 800 metres 
title with a 2:48.3 run in 
her time trial, while Jen 
Watt (St Richard Gwyn) 
won the long jump with 
a 4.24 metres leap, and 
Paige Williams 
(Cowbridge) had a best 
put of 7.65 metres to top 
the two shot pools. 

Although they only 
finished second in their 
heat, the Cowbridge 
relay squad improved to 
take top spot in the A 
relay final, a perform¬ 


ance which, on the pro¬ 
visional results, puts the 
Vale school in first place 
in the team competition. 
If that placing is con¬ 
firmed, it will be the 
first Cowbridge victory 
in this section since 
1997. 

The association 
records its thanks to the 
PE department at Barry 
Comprehensive for host¬ 
ing the boys’ competi¬ 
tion and to the PE 
departments at Bryn 
Hafren and St Richard 
Gwyn for organising the 
girls’ fixture. 

The individual win¬ 
ners are due to get their 
championship award at 
the annual track and 
field presentation 
evening, to be held at 
Cardiff High School, 
starting at 7pm. 
Originally, it was intend¬ 
ed that the event would 
be held on Tuesday, 
September 7, but, given 
that the Vale schools do 
not start term until 
September 6, there is a 
possibility that the event 
will be put back to 
Tuesday, September 14.
